Ue 
should not rely upon a simple test 
hut consider timt although a few 
assays will oust him a certain sum 
of monoy. it is nsvsrthslssa far 
cheaper to know iletin.lely the val- 
ue of his ore than tu spend hia 
time upon something it wore bet- 
ter tu let alone, or to leave sorae- 
thiog valuable Hiid not know it to 
look for something bettsr. Let 
him realize that if there is any- 
thing in bis line of which be io 
ignorant and in doubt, iu the mat 
ter uf praotioal economic value, 
of certain classes of ores, there 
are hundreds of r.'.eu who can and 
will enlighten him if he will but 
inquire. 

The prospactur shuuld no* cun- 
liue himself to hunting auy one 
kind of ore, nut any kind of rock 
out of tbe iiidinary, of which 
there appears to be less than a 
mountain, should hs considered 
worthy of investigation, for tbs 
mine ot tbe future will be one tbst 
baa been overlooked simply be- 
oanne it is ditTerent from tba usual 
run ol things.
